"Black Power' 
Revolution 
Is Predicted 


By DON MCKEE 


NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - A 


Negro leader predicts that a 
revolutionary movement to de- 
velop economic, political and 
cultural resources for Negroes 
will grow out of a national 
black power conference opening 
today In this riot-scarred city. 


"We are going to set forth the 


need for developing programs 
that do not bring 'relief to peo- 
ple - but do bring power," said 
Dr. Nathan W. Wright Jr., con- 
ference chairman and director 
of urban work for the Episcopal 
diocese of Newark. 


"This is going to cause a 


great deal of debate and stir in 
many, many circles," he said In 
an Interview. The black power 
slogan sent the civil 
rights 


movement Into divisive debate 
over Its meaning and effect 
when It was seized as a rallying 
cry on the 1966 Mississippi civil 
rights march. 


Wright, articulating his view, 


said Negroes must first "set 
their own house in order." The 
roots of their problems, he said, 
"are to be found in the attitudes 
and lack of hope within the Ne- 
gro community." 


The four-day conference will 


explore the means by which Ne- 
groes themselves can improve 
conditions — through the ballot, 
jobs, churches, the home and 
every aspect of society, Includ- 
ing the role of Negro artists, 
writers and scholars. 


Questions and proposals will 


be discussed In closed sessions 
at 14 workshops by delegates 
representing a wide range of 
views among Negroes. Educa- 
tors, political figures, labor 
leaders, antipoverty workers, 
students 
and clergymen will 


take part. 


Two sessions, on Friday and 


Sunday, will be open to the pub- 
lic. The Friday speakers will 
include comedian Dick Gregory, 
Floyd B. McKlssick, national 
director of the Congress of Ra- 
cial Equality and Lerone Ben- 
nett, author and senior editor of 
Ebony magazine.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


antiriot bill that won over- 
whelming 
House 
approval 


Wednesday night may become 
the vehicle for civil rights legis- 
lation when it reaches the Sen- 
ate floor. 


The bill, which would make it 


a federal crime to travel across 
state lines with the intent of 
starting a riot, has been con- 
demned by civil rights groups 
as an anti-Negro measure. 


They are expected to try to 


get pro-civil rights senators to 
offer as amendments to the riot 
bill at least part of the civil 
rights package that died in the 
Senate last year. 


In the House, where stricter 


rules prevented such amend- 
ments from being offered, the 
bill sailed through 347 to 70. 


The vote against the bill was 


larger than expected. Last year

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


National 
Student 
Association, 


which huffily divorced the Cen* 
tral Intelligence Agency in Feb* 
ruary, is hiving typical marital 
estrangement difficulties: Who 
gets the house and who pays the 
bills? 


Both sides were embarrassed 


when the student-CIA tie was 
disclosed by former NSA offi- 
cers, The NSA got brickbats 
from its members for accepting 
money 
from 
a 
government 


agency 
that 
spies 
and 
in* 


fluences; the CIA blushed like 
an undercover agent who drops 
his badge at a Mafia meeting. 


But the student association 


still has its national headquar- 
ters in two expensive Intercon- 
nected townhouses, and it is 
paying nothing for them under 
to 
agreement with the Inde- 


pendence Foundation of Boston. 


The foundation, the NSA pres- 


ident says, is a CIA conduit, or 
way to pass things like money 
without 
revealing 
the 
real 


source. 


W. Eugene Groves, president 


of the NSA, says the foundation 
is not trying to collect rent. It 
simply wants to be rid of its ten- 
ant. The students want to keep 
their 
headquarters, but they 


don't want the CIA to pay for it.

Then you can play the rest of 
the hand quickly.

duck in both hands. East led 
a second heart. This time 
South won in dummy. 


Then he studied the hand. 


Then he looked at the ceiling. 
Then he played a couple of 
rounds of trumps. Then he 
looked at the previous trick. 
Then he played a heart to his 
ace. Hearts failed to break 
and he finally gave up. The 
last heart could be ruffed in 
dummy but the defenders had 
three tricks and were going 
to get a diamond trick even- 
tually. 


Look how much time South 


could have saved if he had 
done his thinking early and 
let West's queen of clubs hold 
the second trick. West would 
continue with the j a c k of 
clubs. South would play low 
from dummy again and ruff 
in his own hand. Then he 
would proceed to make his 
contract with no fuss at all.
